KEKAEK8 IN EELATION TO THE EEVEHUES. 
In the early history of our city, the Municipal Government, for 
Dearly a hundred years, with occasional exceptions of short periods, 
was supported almost entirely by the revenues derived from tlie 
ii-anchises and privileges under the liberal charters granted by tlie 
representatives of the British crown. The increase in the popula- 
tion by immigration, which succeeded the Revolution of 1776, 
caused a large increase in the public expenses, and the commercial 
prosperity then enjoyed induced the undertaking of extensive im- 
provements, which exhausted the revenues, and resulted in a con- 
^derable floating debt. 

For the purjioae of funding this debt, an act was passed by the 
State Legislature in 1S12, authorizing the creation and issue of a 
City Stock, amounting to $900,000, and provision was made for 
the redemption of the same by eBtablishing a Sinking Fund, to which 
was pledged all the revenues then possessed by the Corporation. 

In prosecuting the work of introducing the Croton water and 
bther public improvement a, a large increase of debt was incurred, 
^nd in 18i4, the Sinking Fund for the payment of interest on the 
*ity debt was established, to which there was pledged the income 
from all sources of revenue that had accrued to the Corporation 
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Hb the establishment of the Sinking Fund for the redemption of J 
the debt, including the rent of the Crotoii water, which then begaal 
to be productive. 

In thus appropriating and pledging the revenues of the Corpora^fl 
tion to the Sinking Funds, thereby necessitating a resort to tuxatiooi 
for raising the whole of the means necessary ibr carrying on thfl'l 
Q-ovemment, it was doubtless the intention not only to make amplel 
pTovisioQ for the public debt, but, incidentally, to check extravagantB 
expenditures. Assuming this to have been one of the objects in 4 
view, the beneficial effects which were anticipated have not been 1 
realized.* The annual expenses have continually increased, and the! 
"-plans," which, in the performance of his official duty, the Comp-1 
troller has from time to time suggested " for the increase and betterv 
rnanagement of the public revenue," have received but little or noJ 
attention from the legislative branches of the Municipal Goveni-1 
ment. Instead of devising new sources of revenue, or endeavoring^ 
to increase the productiveni;ss of those already existing, which were! 
formerly so highly prized as afibrdiug the necessary means for the J 
support of the Government, it has become the established practice- 1 
to dupend almost entirely upon direct taxation for that purpose. 

In view of the continual increase in the rate and amount of taxtt- J 
tioD for municipal purposes, in excess of the annual increase in the!

Having thus presented a brief review of the revenues applicable

' SPECIAL AND TEUST ACCOUNTS. 

AnATEMENT OP Nri8ANCE8. — The laws relating to the city of New 
York confer certain discretionary powers upon the Board of Health, 
to be exercised for the preservation of the public health in said city, 
among which powers is that of ordering the removal and abate- 
ment of nuisances. In r such orders are not complied with by the 
owners of the lots upo which the nuisance may be, the City In- 
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tfKsetor is authorized to remove or abate the same at the expense of 

tfee Corporation. The law also provides — 

"That the amount of every such expense, which the said Mayor, Alilennen, and | 
" Oomnioiislty aliall incnr or pay, as aforesaid, on account of the owner or owners . 
" of snch loiB or premises, for the abatement or removal of any snoh noiaanoe or 
" naiBanccB, Bliall he a real inenmbronce upon the lota and premises from or upon ' 
" wliii^h such nutnanue ur nuisances ithall be ab.tted or removed, and shall bear law- | 
" fill interest nntil paid, and that the same may be recovered, or the payment thereof, 
" with coBtR, enforced in like nuiiinor as if the said lota and preinisea were raort- 
''MgeU to the Raid Mayor, Aldermen, and Oommonalty, for the payment thereof." 
{fids DaeUt' Lawi, p. 301,) 

The expenses incurred hy the City Inspector for the above pur- 
poses, which he was unable to collect from the owners of property, 
were formerly paid by the Comptroller and charged to an account 
entitled " Liens ou Lots," which account also represented the expenses 
for various other purposes. 

Oo entering upon the duties of his office, in lS-59, the present 
Comptroller procured from the then City Inspector, Mr. Morton, a 
statement of the expenses incurred by him during his term of ofhce 
(from 1 856 to 1858, both inclusive) in abating and removing nuisances 
and which had been paid from the City Treasury, amounting to 
$2,474.27. 

This statement, together with diagrams of the property, and 
vouchers for the expenditures, was placed in the hands of the Col- 
lector of City Revenue for collection. 

Statements of the like expenditures in 1S59 and 18G0, including 
the amonut paid for similar work done liy the Police Department in 
1860, have also been handed to the Collector of City Revenue ; but 
he states that he has been unable to collect but one of the numeroua 
bills. 

An appropriation was made by the Common Council in 1S60, 
under the head of " Abatement of NuisanceH," " to provide a fund 
" for expenditures by the City Inspector in abating nuiaancea, under 
"the direction of the Common Council, the Board of Health, the 
'* Commissioners of Health, or other competent authority, the same 
'* to be recovered from the owners of the premises from or upon 
E^sduch such nuisances are removed or abated." - 
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The amended Police Act, Chap. 258, passed April 10, 1860, pro- 
vides as follows : 

" § B3. The Board of Metropolitnn Police may, by its order in writing, cause any . 

tenement house to be cleansed at any time, after three days' notice for such cluana- 

ing aball have !>een served upon the owner, landlord, or agent thereof, and within 

Biich time the same has been neglected, Tbe expense of ♦ • ♦ ♦ • • 

oleanaiiig any tenement house, as aforesaid, eliai! be paid by the OomptroUer of 

the OiCy within which the said edifice or bouse is sitnated ; a copy of the order 

" of the Board in writing, together with the bill of expense, countersigned by the 

" Comptroller aforesaid, with a description of the premises and real estate thereof, 

"heing filed with tbe Clerk of the County, shall hecoiue and continue to be a lien 

''for the amount of such repairs, with interest, upon said premises, to the same 

' effect as a. judgment of a Court of Record, until such time as the Comptroller, 

' on reimbursement of said expenses and interest, shall in writing authorize the 

' said County Clerk to discharge tbe same." 

The expenditures by the Board of Metropolitan Police, in pursu- 
ance of the above act, amounted to S1,GS6.25, and there being 
no other means provided therefor, the same were paid from the ap- 
propriation above stated, and the proper vouchers, &c., duly filed in 
the County Clerk's ofGce. 

The account to which all payments for the purposes above men- 
tioned, made since Ist January, lS-59, have been charged, is entitled 
" Abatement of Nuisances."

Stock," is that of uncollectible personal taxes, amounting to about 
$1,500,000. Of this sum, the Receiver of Ta.\e8 has returned to the 
Comptroller during the year an account of the uncollected personal 
taxes for the years 1S43 to 1851, inclusive, which he reports as un- 
collectible, amounting to $249,338.71. In addition to this sum, there 
remained uncollected at the end of the year, of the personal taxes 
of the years 1S53 to 1859, inclusive, the sum of $1,403,650,29, and 
it ia estimated that not more than $100,000 of said amount will ever 
I be realized. On examining the subject, however, the Comptroller has 
i, not felt authorized to cancel said taxes. They are composed of a great 
number of items, mostly of small amounts. ' It is known that many 
persons whose names appear in the lists of said taxes have deceased, 
others have removed from the city. In some cases, persons were 
assessed who possessed no property. In other cases, the same per- 
son was twice assessed, once in the ward where he transacted busi- 
ness,' and again where he resided. But in respect to a majority of 
the items, there is no evidence before the Comptroller that they can- 
not be collected. 

The Act establishing the Bureau of Arrears (Chapter 579 of 
1853), provided for the return to that Bureau, by the Receiver of 
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Taxes, of the taxes on real estate only, and ample provisioff^lfla'ffl 

by that, and other laws, for enforcing the collection of such taxes, by a 
sale of the property upon which they are imposed. No similar or other 
provision appears to have been made for closing the tales on per- 
sonal estate. It would seem to be proper that authority should be 
vested in the Comptroller upon a return being made to hira by the 
proper officer, within a specified time, setting forth that such taxes 
could not be collected, to mark the same ofi' the books, and make 
provision in the next succeeding levy for supplying the amount.

It will he reinem))ered tlint Jadj^ments against llie city tjad been obtuiiicd in eoeli 
of tlie actions for tho recovery of possession with damages, amonnting in tlie o^fgre- 
gat« to over {SOO^OOO; and that under tliese jndgraents Measra. Tnylor & Brennaa 
were not in possession by tlie Sheriff and were colleoting the rents from the proper- 
^. Upon the DLiited applieatiun of the Counsel to the CorporBtion and myself, the 
Court sat aside all the jadgruents and restored tlie ponseasion of the property to the 
Corporation, leavio|; the qnestion. of title and of damages still open to another trial 
and t^irther litigation. 

It has been the earnest desire of the Oonnsel to tlie Corporation and myself, to 
eecnre o flnol settlement of this controversy, and to put an end to strife ; the effeot 
of which must be the espenditnre of large sums of money, and the possible ioss of 
the receipts &um the valuable market franchise exeroiaed upon this property. Con- 
BQltatiuns were had with the State olficers, and with the lessees. The subject, which 
it was thought had been bnt imperfectly understood by those acting for the State, 
was fully discussed, and the conclnsion was arrived at by the Comptroller, and in 
whicJ) tlie Counsel to the Corporation fully concurred, that the best interests of the 
oity wonld be subserved by making the settlement. It is hoped that this is the end 
of legal controversy, and that the State will release, without char^. whatever 
rights it may claim in the property, in pnrsuanoe of the policy which it has invari- 
ably observed, until these actions were instituted against the city. This would 
seem to he consonant with justice and propriety; when it is also considered how 
winch the city of New York contribntes annually in taxes to the State— the amount 
for the present year being {2,108,636.32. This release by the State is now the suhjMt 
of negutiatiuii between the Commissioners of the Land Office and this Department.*

It is not improbable that the rebellion, which now unfortunately 
exists in the southern portion of the Kepublic, may cause such a 
derangement in the financial and business affairs of the country as to 
render it difficult, if not impracticable, to raise the necessary means to 
continue the work of improving and embellishing the Park, at the same 
rate or scale of annual expenditure as heretofore ; and in case it shall 
become necessary to increase the burden of taxation to any consider- 
able extent, for purposes connected with, or occasioned by, the war, 
it may be prudent to suspend said work until a more favorable time. 
However desirous the Board of Commissioners of the Park may be 
to expedite the completion of the improvements in contemplation, 
the Comptroller cannot doubt that they will at once agree with him 
that the preservation of the public credit is a matter of paramount 
importance.

FBOPOSED Addition to the Park. — The act, chapter 101 of the 
B of 1S59, authorized the Board of Central Park Commissionera 
ke the necessary legal measures in behalf of the Corporation to 

[aire additional lands for the Purk, embracing the tract bounded 
nherly by the south side of One Hundred and Sixth street, north- 

f by One Hundred and Tenth street, easterly by the Fifth avenue, 

I westerly by Eighth avenue. 

ftpplication was accordingly made by them to the Supreme Court, 

1' Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment were duly ap- 

ited to determine and report the amount of damages and benefita . 
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to result from the acquisition of said land, and adding the same to the 
park. 

Tlie report of the Commissioners, recently presented to the Su- 
preme Court, shows the valuation placed by them npon said land, 
comprising about 65 acres, to be the enormous sum of $1,499,438, 
and the amount of expenses, claimed to have been incurred by them, 
including their compensation for services in the matter, were stated 
at $73,192.89. The Board of Commissioners of the Central Park 
thereupon adopted a resolution to discontinue the proceedings, when 
the parties interested in procuring the confirmation of the report 
denied their right so to discontinue. 

An application was also made to the Court by the Mayor and 
Comptroller, in behalf of the Corporation, iu opposition to the con- 
firmation of said Report. The case having been ably argued before 
his Honor, Justice Barnard, he refused to confirm the Keport of the 
Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment. The question in rela- 
tion to the taxed costs is now before the Supreme Court for review.

BYBIEU OF ACCOUNTS. 

The twenty-second section of the amemled Charter of 1857 provides 
that the Department of Finance, among other duties, " shall pre- 
scribe the forms of keeping and rendering all city accounts; and all 
accounts rendered to, or kept in the other Departments of the City 
Government shall be subject to the inspection and revision of the 
officers of this Department." 

In previous communications to the Common Council, the under- 
signed has stated the general condition of the books and accounts in 
this and some of the other Departments, at the time he entered upon 
the diseliarge of his duties as Comptroller. 

The measures taken to eflect such reforms in the manner of keep- 
ing and rendering accounts, as, upon careliil consideration, were 
deemed necessary or desirable, have also been partially explained in 
former reports. The system of accounts prescribed, having been 
thoroughly tested during the last two years, and found to work satis- 
factorily in practice, so far as adopted, it is deemed proper, at this 
time, to explain the same in detail, in order that it may be more 
generally and thoroughly understood, and that any defects discovered 
therein may be pointed out and corrected. 
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While it haa been the study and anxious desire of this Departm^^ 
to devise and introduce the best possible method of keeping the 
public accounts, it is not doubted that improvements may yet be 
made therein, and the Comptroller will, at any and all times, be 
pleased to receive any suggestions to that end which the experience 
of any of the numerous capable accountants now in the aemce of 
the Coiporation, or others interested in the subject, may enable them 
to present for his coneideratinu. 

The practice of many of the principal receiving ofScera of the Cor- 
poration, which formerly existed, to retain in their hands, for a longer 
or shorter period, the moneys collected by them, has to a yreat extent 
been changed, in compliance with the wishes expressed by this Depart- 
ment. The Clerk of Arreara, Registrar of Croton Water Rents, and the 
Collector of Assessments, each of whom formerly retained his daily 
collections (or deposited the amount in bank, to his individual cre- 
dit,) until the end of the week, and then paid over the amount to the 
Chamberlain, now deposit their receipts daily in the City Treasury, 
in the same manner as the Receiver of Taxes and the Collector of 
City Revenue have always done. 

The Comptroller respectfully suggests that it should, by law, be 
made the duty of all persons, having charge of the accounts of any 
department or branch of the Government, to keep and render the 
same in the manner and at the times prescribed by the proper 
authority, and that all persona receiving moneys on account of or 
belonging to the Corporation, should be required to pay the same 
into the City Treasury daily, and to render detailed accounts of their 
collections, together with the receipts of the Chamberlain for the 
amount, to this department, and that suitable penalties should he pro- 
vided and imposed in cases of neglect to perform such duty and 
comply with such requirement.

The amended Charter of 1857 provides that the Department of Finance, the chief 
officer of which is called the Comptroller of the city of New York, " shall have the 
control of all the fiscal concerns of the Corporation ;" but such control is, in some 
respects, a very limited one. 

The Chamberlain is not appointed by the Comptroller, nor is he subject to re- 
moval by him, as the other subordinate officers in said Department are, and the 
Comptroller has no voice or responsibility in relation to the selection of the Bank or 
Banks in which the public moneys are to be deposited. 

The following communications from the Clerk of the Common Council show the 
changes made in the office of Chamberlain during the year 1860 ;

CDASIBERLAIS. 
There shall he an Eseontive Department which shall be denominated the " De- 
partment of Finance," which shall have control of all the fiscal concerns of tho 
Corporation, and shall prescribe the forms of keeping and rendering all city ao- 
counts ; and all accounts rendered to, or kept in the other departments of the citj" 
goTernment, shall be subject to the inspection and revision of the officers of this 
Department. It shall settle and adjust all claims in favor of or against the Corpo- 
ration, and all accounts in which the Corporation is concerned, either as debtor or 
creditor. The chief officer of this Department shall bo called the " Comptroller of 
the City of New York." ******* There shall be a bnrean in this 
Department for the reception of all moneys paid iuto the ti'easnry of the city, and 
for the payment of moneys on the warrant drawn by the Comptroller, and counter- 
signed by the Mayor and Clerk of the Common Conned ; and the chief officer 
thereof shall be called the " Chamberlain of the City of New York." The Oham- 
berlain shall keep books, showing the amounts paid on accoont of the several appro- 
priations ; and no warrants shall be paid on account of any appropriations after the 
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amount anthorized to be raised by tax for that specific purpose shall have been ex- 
pended.— [Charter of 1857, § 22.] 

It shall be the duty of the Common Council to provide for the accountability of 
all officers and other persons to whom the receipt or expenditure of the funds of 
the city shall be intrusted, by requiring from them sufficient security for the per- 
formance of their duties or trust, which security shall be annually renewed ; but 
the security first taken shall remain in force until new security shall be given. — 

\nidi, § 80.] 

CHAPTER 477. 

AN ACT IX Relation to the Bank Deposit, and Custodian of Public Moneys 

IN New York. 

Passed April 17, 1860— three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly^ do enact 
as follows : 

Sec. 1. — All moneys belonging to the city or county of New York shall be de- 
posited by the legal custodian thereof, forthwith, without delay, from time to time, 
as received by him, in any bank which he shall under his official bonds select for 
that purpose, and they shall not be withdrawn therefrom except as provided speci- 
fically by law or ordinance. And the said custodian of said moneys, who is both 
Chamberlain of said city and Treasurer of the county, by virtue of special laws to 
that effect, shall continue in the office which he now fills, only until the expiration 
of the term of office for which the Comptroller of the city of New York, now in 
office, was elected, but no longer. 

Sbo. 2. — This act shall take effect immediately. *' 

CHAPTER 186. 

AN ACT eelative to the Ciiambeblain of the City of New York. 

Passed April 12, 1861 — three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 

Section 1. — The Chamberlain of the city of New York shall hold his office for 
the term of four years from the time of his appointment, and until his successor 
shall be duly appointed and qualified, and shall be subject to removal from office 
only for the causes and in the manner by the same authority and by the proceedings 
now provided by law for the removal of the Mayor, Comptroller, and Corporation 
Counsel of said city, and not otherwise. The Chamberlain of said city, appointed 
on the twenty-fourth day of December, eighteen hundred and sixty, shall hold his 
office for the term above provided, and shall not be subject to removal therefrom 
except as above specified. 

Sbotion 2. — This act shall take effect immediately.

g 65, This bnreon, the eliief officer of which shall ha ealled the Cliainlierlaiii of 
the city of New York, ia cliarged with the dutj of receiving monejs paid into the 
treasnrj of the oity, and tlie payment of moneys therefrom. 

g 86. Before entering npon the duties of his ot&ce, the Ohamberlaia sbnll execute 
a bond to the Corporfttion, with one or more sureties, to be approved by die Comp- 
troller, in the penal Bnm of two Itnndred thousand doUara, conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of his ofSce. 

§ 87. The Cliamberlain sliall forthwith deposit all moneys which he may, from 
time to time, receive, in one or more of the banks in the city of New York, and 
I credit the same to the appropriate accounts and the various appropriations. 

§ 88. He shall, on Thnrsday in each week, report to the Oom|iti-oller the ainonoC 
deposited by him, as required by the last section ; the persons respectively, from 
whom it was received, and on what account, and the bank or banks in which it is 
deposited, and to what account credited. 

% 8B. He shall, on the first Monday iu January, April, July, and October, in each 
year, render to the Comptroller an account current of the moneys received and paid 
by him on acconnt of the Corporation, during the preceding quarter, and at the 
aame time deliver to the Comptroller his vouuhers fur the same, with a certilioate 
of the Cashier of the bunk in which his deposits are made, showing the amount 
standing to the credit of the treasury, and of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. 

§ 90. He shall not pay any warrant drawn upon the treasury, unless it be drawn, 
signed, and countersigned, as prescribed by section 15.* 

¥ 91. No money received by the Chamberlain, on acconnt of the Corporation, 
and by liim deposited as prescribed by section 87, shall be drawn from the bank or 
banks in which it is deposited, except on the warrant of the Comptroller, drawn, 
signed, and countersigned, and containing a distinct reference to the appropriation 
under which it is drawn, as prescribed in section 15, except where otherwise provided 
by law, and in no case shali the Chamberlain pay any warrant drawn on him without 
having a sufficient sum to the credit of such appropriation as the warrant designates. 

g as. The Chamberlain may employ two clerks in this bureau, to be denominated 
First and Second Clerks, who shall keep the accounts of this bureau, and also a 
complete set of books showing the amounts paid on acconnt of the several appro- 
priations, according to the provisions of the Clinrt«r and this ordinance. The First 
Clerk sliall receive for his services fifteen hundred dollars annually ; the Second 
Oterk shall receive for his services twelve hundred dollars annuidly ; and the Cham- 
berlain shall charge the same in his account with the Corporation.

The Charter of 185Y provides that there shall he a bureau in the Department of 
Finance, for the reception of all moneys paid into the treaanry of the city, and for 
the payment of moneys on warrants drawn by the Comptroller, rountorsigned by 
the Mayor nnd the Clerk of the Common Council; the chief ofBoer of which harean 
shall be calleJthe Chamberlain of the City of New Tork, 

The Chamberlain of tlie City of New York, by virtue of his ofBce, is, by law. 
County Treasurer of the Ooanty of New York. 

He ie the Treasurer of the Board of Mucation, and is required to collect, reoeira, 
and keep an acoount of the moneys apportioned by the State to the City and Coun- 
ty of New York for the support of eonunon schools therein, as well as the amounts 
r^sed by tax in said city and county for that purpose; and to disburse the same 
upon drafts drawn on him by said Board, signed by their President and Olerk, 

The Chamberlain is one of the Commissioners of the Sinking Funds established 
to proride for the Payment of Interest on the City Debt, and the Redemption of the 
Principal thereof. All of the revenues of the Corporation, appropriated and pledged 
to said funda reapeutivcly, are paid over to and received by hira, and all dishurse- 
menta on account of said funds are made by httn upon Wan-anta, signed by three ot 
more of the Commissioners, of whom the Comptroller must in all cases he one. 

During the last two years, the Oliamberlain has acted as Paj/maeter in making 
the semi-monthly payments in detail, to all the laborers employed under the aeventl 
Departments of the City Government.

A great improvement, or rather an entire cl a ge n tl s system was made npon 
the accession of Comptroller Flagg, in 1853 Re\ a t ons from the heada of de- 
partments were requireii to specify the names f all per ona to whom payments 
were to ho made, and the nature of the ser ^ces renderel by them ; and warrants 
were thereupon made out in favor of such perso s re ject vely, nnd delivered to 
the lieada of the several departments for distr 1 ut on to the payees. This plan wflS 

sned for some two years, when the Oomptrolier determined to have all » 
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DUTIES OP THE CHAMBERLAIN-Contihued. 
drawn bj him, delivered by the auditor to the persons entitled to the payments for 
which they were drawo, and their receipts taken for tlie Bunie. 

In 18G3 this plan was so far chani^ed as tu impose npun the Chnmberlain the 
duty of raiiking the pajmeni^ to laborers on the streets and elsewhere. For tliis 
purpose pay-rolls were prepared aud certified by the chiefs of hureaax; and, after 
being approved by tlie lieads of the proper departments, they were tranamltled to 
the Ooraptroller for settlement, when they were examined in the Auditing Bareau, 
and, if correct, warraota were drawn for the nmi)Qnta, ia favor of the Ohamberlain, 
by whom the payments were made in detail, and the vouchers returned to the 
Comptroller. 

This plan of making payments continues to he pursued; and a monthly ao- 
I count is now rendered to the Comptroller, in pursuuuce of the rules* established 
early in 1859. 

Id adilition to the duties thus defined, it has long been the practice for the 
Chamberlain to pay the quarterly interest on the various etucks and bonds of the 
Corporation— the Comptroller drawing his warrant for the gross ai 
the Chamberlain, who mates the payments in detail. 

Tie is also the legal depositary of certain moneys nn 
orders of the State and County Courts, to be invested, < 
benefit of the parties interested therein. A report of the state of these moneys 
and securities is made annually to the Board of Supervisors, and also to the Supreme 
Court, at its first General Term in eacli year, pursuant to the 80th Rule of said 
Court; and a report of the moneys, &c., in iiis hands belonging to infants, is filed 
in the County Clerk's office, on the Ist of July in each year. 

He receives from Bubscrihers to the " Natural History of the State of New 
York," payment for the volumes nf said History delivered by him, and makes an 
annual return thereof to the Secretary of State. 

He also receives payment for the volumes of the Colonial History of the StaM, 
delivered to Bubscrihers, and makes an annual return of the Bame, in January, to the 
Secretary of the Regents of the University.

The Chamberlain is also the depositary of the funds of the First Diviaon of the I 
Kew York State Militia, and is reqnireil to keep an aoconnt with eanli regiment of 1 
the diviBioD, oreditiiig all the fines paid in by each regiment, and by the several f 
brigade courts-martial ; also, the cummuiatiim money paid in by the Heceiver 
Tvtw, and charging all payments npon the drafts of the Division Board, and the I 
Mvenil Regitnental Boards, and moneys paid ou proper vouchers for the expenses of J 
-wnrts-martial, antinal ins|>ection, &c., of all which returns are made annually, in > 
December, to the Adjutant-General, at Albany, 

Separate sets of books are kept, containing accounts of each of the foregoing, 
and the moneys received on said accoania are kept entirely separate from those ha- ! 
longing to the Corporation and the county government. 

MBW BOOKS OPENED IN 18G0^TSTEU 

Having been furnishud by you, early iu the year, with a eotuplete set of n 
linoks, for keeping the acuomits of the Corporation, the Board of Education, i 
the CominiiwionerB of the Sinking Funds, and instructions aa to the manner of keep- 
ing the same, accordicjg to the general system adopted by you, I caused them to ! 
opraied accordingly, and am hajipy to state tliat the method prescribed is simple 
ibeory, Uid in practice works to the entire satisfaction of the accountants and clerks 
rf this Bureau. 

The only books kept are a Cash-booc, Jochnal, I.booeb, ami Wabr4nt Rkoistkk. , 
"Em Cash-book contains original entries of all moneys received ; also of all payments i 
made, according to the Warrant Register, in which the warrants paid each day, af- 
ter being assorted, arc entered in detail, under heads corresponding to the titles of | 
appropriations or accounts chargeable with the amounts, as indicated by the endorse- 
ments on the margins of the warrants. The entries t^ns made iu the Oosh-bookare | 
posted from thence directly to the Ledger. 

The Journal contains original entries of the appropriation made by the Oommoa I 
Council, -wliicli are transmitted to this office by the OoniptroUer ; also, of transfers i 
from the several accounts of revenues to the General Fund, &c., &c., all of whiol 
entries are posted directly to the I^edger. 

For each deposit of money in the City Treasury, dnplicatc receipts are given by I 
the Chamberlain, at tiie time of receiving such deposit, one to be retained by the 
person making the same, and the other to be transmitted by him to the Comptroller. 

Weekly Accounts Current are rendered to the Oomj)troller, according to the I 
forms and rules* prescribed by him for that purpose, and on the first of each month 
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a balanee-sLeet of the Ledger h prepared, and transmitted to the OoiuptroUer, ex- 
hibiting the condition of encli appropriation and account, at the close of tLe preced- 
ing month, tlias affording opportunities, at freqaent intervals, to compare and check 
3, and to reconcile and adjust differences therein, if any shonid ocuor.

[1] Indicates the Journal fniry made on receiving from the Camptroller 
appropriStionB made bfthe Commoa Comicll, on City account — " Appropriations Tor the Year" 
being debited with the aggregate amoant, and titlea of acaonnts, expiessive of the purpowa far 
which tho particular appropHations were made, being credited with the respective snou 
appropriated for each. (For titles or appropriations made in 1B60, see pages S2 to 84.) 

[2] Shows the entry made In the Cash-book on receipt of moneys on accoant of the General 
Fund. N. B The revennea of that Fund compriae all the receipts of the CorporaUon, except 
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from Taxes, and from soarces which are by law or ordinance expressly pledged and appro- 
priated to the Sinking Fands or other specific objects. A statement of such receipts in 1860, 
showing the soarces thereof and the titles of the various accounts distinguishing the same, may 
be found on pages 8 to 11 of this Report. 

[3] Exhibits the entry made in the Gash-hook, at the close of each day's business, of "A" War- 
rants paid during the day. All Warrants paid are assorted at the close of each day, and entered 
in the Register under the titles of accounts chargeable with the amounts, according to the en- 
dorsements on the margins of the same. The amount of Warrants paid on each account is then 
entered in the Cash-book, to the debit of the respective accounts. 

[4]. This figure indicates the entry in the Cash-hook on the receipt of moneys deposited for 
loans made by the Comptroller, in anticipation of the collection of the revenues — " Cash" being 
debited, and "Revenue Bonds of the Year" credited for the amount. 

[5] and [6] Show the Journal entries made, under directions from the Comptroller, in clos- 
ing the yearly accounts. All appropriations made on City account are based upon either 
** Taxes" or " General Fund," and those accounts must therefore be debited with the amounts 
contributed, or to be contributed, by them, respectively, to pay the same ; while the account 
of** Appropriations for the Year — " is credited for the aggregate amount. 

[7]. The account of ** Taxes" is credited in the Gajsh-hooky as shown by this figure, with the 
amount of deposits made for collections of taxes, and " Cash" is debited with the same. 

[8]. This indicates the proper Journal entry on closing the accounts for a given period 
(usually only at the end of the year), when a transfer is made to the credit of the General Fund, 
of the amounts received from the various sources of its revenues, as previously stated. 

[9] and [10]. These figures show the entries in the Cash-book, on receipt of moneys on ac- 
count of the Sinking Funds. The sources of the revenues of those Funds respectively are 
shown by the table on page 105. The receipts from each source of revenue are first credited to 
titles of accounts indicating the same, and " Cash" is debited with the amount. 

[11]. This indicates the entry in the Cash-book on receipt of collections made by the Collect- 
or of City Revenue, or others, on account of expenses incurred by the City Inspector, or the 
Metropolitan Police Sanitary Company, in abating nuisances, as stated on pages 38 to 40. The 
account of " Abatement of Nuisances" is credited and " Cash" debited. 

[12], [16], [20], and [23] Show the entries in the Cash-book on deposits being received from 
the Collector of Assessments, or the Clerk of Arrears, for collections made on assessments for 
Opening, Widening, and Extending Streets and the Central Park, or for Improving Streets, 
and for Interest on such assessments. 

[13], [17], [18], [19], and [24]. These figures indicate the entries in the Cash-book of re- 
ceipts on account of loans made by the Comptroller upon Assessment Fund Bonds, Central 
Park Improvement Fund Stock, Croton Water Stock, Floating Debt Fund Stock, and Street 
Improvement Fund Bonds. 

[14], [15], and [22] Exhibit the entries in the Cash-book on receipt from the Clerk of Ar- 
rears of deposits for collections made by him on account of Charges on Arrears of Taxes, 
Charges on Arrears of Assessments, and Lands purchased for Taxes and Assessments j the said 
accounts, respectively, being credited, and Cash debited. 

[21] Shows the entry in the Cash-book of moneys deposited by the Public Administrator, 
to the credit of Intestate Estates, 

[25]. This figure shows the entry in the Cash-book in the case of a Warrant, which has been 
executed and not called for, after the party in whose favor it is drawn has been duly notified 
by the Auditor of Accounts that the same is ready for delivery ; after waiting a reasonable time 
for tne party to call for the Warrant, if no one claims it, it is deposited with the Chamberlain' 
who credits the amount to "Unclaimed Warrants," and, at the same time, debits the account 
chargeable therewith.

Sir — In compliance with your request, I herewith respectfully submit a detailed 
statement of the number of loads of street manure sold during the year 1860, and the 
amount of money received for each load. Also a statement of the monthly and ag- 
gregate receipts of Market Rents and Fees fmm the several Public Markets for the 
year ending December Slst, 1860. 

It will be seen, on reference to the first-mentioned statement, and on comparing 
the same with the receipts of the preceding year, that there has been an increase of 
revenue from that source as follows : 

Amount of Gross Reoepts from sales of street manure, 1860 $17,928 68 

To which should be added an amount of expenditure saved to the 
city on the cartage delivering 88,367 loads, @ 4 cents per load ; 
this expense was fonnerly paid by the corporation, this year the 
above-mentioned number of loads have been sold with the con- 
dition that the purchaser should pay the cartage on delivering, 
thus saving the city the sum of 3,534 68 

Making the Total Gross Receipts in 1860, equal to $21,463 36 

Deduct Total Gross Receipts in 1850 12,472 93 

Excess of Receipts in 1860 over 1859 $8,990 43 



I am of the opinion that the receipts from this source may be considerably in- 
creased even under the present system, by the exercise of more care in the separa- 
ration of the manure from the street dirt and rubbish during the j)rocess of cleaning 
the streets, and also by establishing convenient dumping grounds for the reception 
of street manure from the wards in tire upper part of the city from which no ma- 
nure has been heretofore received. Permit me to suggest that for this purpose de- 
pots be established at the foot of 26th street. North River, and at the foot of 35th 
street, East River ; or as near as may be to said localities. This alone would largely 
increase the amount of manure to be sold. 

The statement of receipts from the several PnblicMarkets shows a slight decrease 
upon the receipts for the year 1859. This arises mainly from the fact that during 
the greater part of the past year the city was not in the receipt of the rents from 
West Washington Market. As the city during the present year will bo in the re- 
ceipt of these rents, I anticipate a large increase in the revenue from this source. I 
am of the opinion that by a thorough revision of the market system, and by giving 
the Collector of City Revenue the entire supervision and control of the markets, 
the i*evenues from this source might be increased sufficiently to pay seven per cent, 
on the present valuation of the market property of the city.

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METHOD OF KEEPING AND RENDERING ACCOUNTS IN THE BUREAU OF CITY REVENUE. 



No regnlar accounts having been kept in the Bureau of City Revenue previous 
to 1859, the work of ascertaining the amount of Rents and Interest due and 
tmpaid, and usually collected by the Collector of City Revenue, involved much 
labor. 

The annexed Plan exhibits the method adopted for opening and keeping a 
regular set of books in this Bureau, consisting of a Ledger^ Journal^ and Caah- 
BooJc, 

The titles of accounts stated in the plan indicate the different sources of the 
Revenues collected by this Bureau. 

Od ascertaining the amount or each of the several kinds or Rent and Interest which were due to the Or- 
poratkm on the first day or January, 1859, and the names of persons from whom the same were due, accounts 
were opened with the individual debtors, by debiting them with said amounts, and crediting the same to the 
proper accounts, as shown by figures [1], [2], [3], [4], [5], [6J, [7], and [8]. 

Then, as collections were made from the parties above mentioned, << Cash " was debited, and the proper 
individuals credited with the amounts received from them [fig. 8>s] • 

The Deputy Collectors of City R>vcnuo are restpjctivoly debited with the amount of their weekly collections 
of " Market Rents and Fees " [fig. 9], and credited with the amount of their daily payments to the Collector 
[flg. 10]. 

The entries made of collections of the principal of Bmds and Mortgage*, the consideration for Commutation 
<f Quit Bents, MitcdUmeoux BeceipU, Sales of Rial Eitatey and Sales of Per$<mal Property , are shown by the 
figures [11], [12], [13], [14], and [16]. 

The Superintendent of Market Rents and Fees is debited with the amount of Sj,les of Street Manure [fig. 17] , 
and is credited with the amounts received and paid over by him on that account [fig. 16]. 

At the close of business hours each day the amount of money received during the day is deposited with 
the Chamberlain [fig. 16)^], who is at the same time furnished with a statement showing the sums received 
from the different sources of Revenue, respectively, to enable him to make the proper credits of the same in 
bis books. 

The acconnts Ot the several kinds of Revenues are periodically closed by transferring the re.spe^ive 
amounts to the credit of the Corporation, as shown by the figures [18], [19], [20], [21], [22], [23], [24], [26], 
[26], [27], [28], [29], [SO], [81], and [32]. The Chamberlain's account is closed in like manner by a transfer 
of the amount to the debit <^ the Corporation [fig. 33]. 

The following rules, prescribed by the Comptroller, are printed on the blanks 
famished to the Collector of City Revenue for his monthly Accounts Current. 

THE COLLECTOR OF CITY REVENUE shall, at the close of each month, or as soon thereafter as practica- 
ble, render to the CoMFTROLLKB, under oath, an Account Current, in the form prescribed for that purpose, 
which shall exhibit to the credit of the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the city of New York — 

Ist. The balance remaining due and unpaid at the close of the last day of the preceding month, on account 
of the various Revenues of the Corporation, of which Accounts have been furnished to him by the Comp- 
^iler, or by other proper authority have been placed in his hands for Collection. 

2d. The amount of any Rent Rolls or other claims received by him for Collection since his last preceding 
Account Current, distinguishing the same by the usual classifications. 

3d. Any other item or account proper to appear in such Account Current to the credit of the Cor- 
poration. 

The debit side of said Account Current shall exhibit — 

1st. The date and amount of each payment to the Chamberlaix. 

2d. The amounts refunded for payments received in error, and any other payments made by authority of 
the Comptroller. 

8d. The amount of any other items properly chargeable, not embraced under one of the heads above 
specified. 

4th. The amoont of Revenues remaining due and uncollected at the close of the last day of the month, the 
BUQ6 to be carried down to a New Account.

By an Act {chap. 280) entitled "An Act for the Collection of Tases in the City of I 
Few York," passed April 18, 1843. tlie said offices were abolished, and all former I 
bVB relating to the eollection of taxes in the said city, or to the officers by whom 
the Hme were oollceted, were repealed, nnd in |)1noe of tiie old system it was mode 
thadoty of the Common Conncil tocBtablish an offiee for the collection of taxes, as a I 
Irinoh of, and siiburdiiiate to, tlie Department of Finance, to be oondncted by a I 
Sesmver of Tnsoa, a Deputy Receiver, and a anitablo nnraber of clerka — the Re- I 
odrer and Deputy Receiver to be appointed by and hold their office during the I 
pleasure of the Common Council, and the Clerks to be appointed by the Receiver of 
Tues. 

By an Act (chap. 231) passed April 11, 1848, it was raaile the duty of the Board 1 
of Sopervisora of the County of New Yoik to appoint a Iteouiver of Tases and a 
Dopoty Receiver, to hold otfice for the term of fonr years from the Ist of Hay, 
1S48, and the sialary of t)ie Receiver, which by the Act of 1843, was fixed at two 
ttiousand dollars per annum, was continued at the same rate, and the salary of the 
Depaty was also continued at fifteen hnndred dollars, being the same rate as was 
filed in 1S43. 

The amended charter {chap. 187) of 1840, which went into etfect Jnne 1, 1860, J 
made the office a Bureau in the Department of Finance, and provided that the 1 
Receiver should " nominate, and witli the advice and consent of the Board of At- 
dermen appoint, so many clerks as shall be authorized by tlie Common Council, pro- 
vided that nothing in this act contained shall be held to interfere with the tenure 
of oflSee of the present Receiver of Taxes and Deputy Receiver of Taxes, as estab- 
lislied bj tile act passed April 11, 1848," If further provided that (after the ex- 
piration of the aforesaid term) the Mayor should nominate, and, by aod with the I 
consent of the Bourd of Aldermen, appoint the Receiver of Taxes, who, as the 
head of the Bureau, was authorized to nominate, and with the consent of the Board I 
of Aldermen, to ap])oint such number of clerks as should be authorized by the Com- 
mon Council. 

By an Act (chap. 148) passed April 11, 1851, it was provided that the Deputy 
Receiver of Tases in the City of New York, should be appointed in the same man- 
ner as is provided by the charter of 1840, for the appointment of the Receiver of i 
Taxes, and that the term of office of said Receiver and Deputy should continue to I 
be fonr yeai's. It also provided that the appointment of aaid officers should be 
made on or before the thirty-first day of December preceding the expiration of J 
their respective terms of office. I 

The amendments to the Charter made by chap. 446 of the laws of 185T, gave I 
e Ileads of Dej>artments the appointment of the Chiefs of Bureaux (excen^l^^ | 
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BUBEAU OP C01.LECT10N OP TASES— CojmmniD. 
case of the Cliaraberlain), and all other subordioatfls in their reapeclive departments, 
Bince wliich time the Eeceiver of Taxes, and otherofflcers and clerks in the Bureau 
of Collection of Taxes, have been appointed by the Ooinptroller. 



The ordinance passed bj the Common Council Jime]7, 1943 (Pro. 0. C, vol. s., 
p. 381), provided that the office for the collection of taxes should he kept in the 
building known as the Hall of Records. It was afterwards removed to the old Alms- 
House bnilding, sitnated on the north side of the City Hall Park, and on tlie deatriio- 
tion of that building by Are, in 1864, it was again removed to the "New City Hall," 
also situated on Oh ambers street, where it still contiunes to be kept, in the base- 
ment of said bnilding. (See Pro. C. C, vol. xxn., p. 145.)

real estate, are then sent to the Clerk of Arrears, to have the unjiaid Croton Water I 
Bents for the previons year entered therein, as required by the following seotioDS I 
of the act, chap.

It is the dnty of the Bonrd of Supervisors to cause the rolls, when dnly cor- 
rected and completed as above, and the proper warrants for the collection of the 
taxes are affixed, to be delivered to the Receiver of Taxes on or before the first day 
of September in each year. 

On receiving said rolls, the Receiver is required immediately to give pnblio 
notice in six or more city newspapers, that said rolls or tax-books have been deliv- 
ered to liim, and that said taxes are dne and iiayahle. 

The following extract {from 5th Rev. Stat. I., 001) shows some of the provisions 
of law relating to the collection of taxes:

If any person assBaeed shall pay liis tas, on or befiire the firat day of Kovember, 
next after the rolls are placed in the hands of the BccelTer, be is entitled tu a dis- 
connt on the amount of his tax, at the rate of seven per cent, per annum, to be 
compnted from the time of sueb payment to the first day of December nest snc- 
ceeding. If the tux is not paid by the first day of December, one per cent, is added 
to it and collected ; and a further charge of one per cent, on the fifteenth day of 
December, if the same is not paid betb™ that date. If not paid on or before the 
first day of January, interest is charged on the tax at the rate of twelve per cent. 
per annnni, from the day the rolls and warrants were received by the Receiver; 
and if not paid by the fifteenth day of January, the Receiver may issue his warrant 
fur the collection tliereof, with such interest adde<1, by dieti'eas and eale.

On receiving the Assessment-rolls or Tax-boolcs, with the necessary Warrants of the Supervisors for collect- 
itk^ the money, an entry is made in the Jrmma/, debiting the aggregate amount of taxes to "Tax of the 
y^sk^w — ," and crediting the same to the ** Board of Supervisors of the County of New York," as shown by [11. 
Tl3.€3 account of *' Water Rents of the Tear — '* is at the same time debited with the aggregate amount of such 
r^n.^ remaining unpaid, as returned by the Croton Aqueduct Board, and "The Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
nxoiialty of the City of New Yoric" credited therefor, as shown by [7J. 

.As collections are made, " Cash ' ' is debited with the amount actually received and '< Taxes of the year — ,'' 
<' Xcftterest on Taxes," and " Water Rents of the Year — ," are severally credited, as shown by the figures [2], 
[33 ,and[8]. 

Id the case of a remission either of taxes on water-rents (which is made only upon the receipt of written 
ii^^t^nictions to that effect from the Comptroller) , the same is entered in the Journal. If in an item of tax, 
tl3.«3 account of <^ Remissions of Taxes" is debited, and *' Taxes of the year — " credited, as shown by figure 
[;-4r3 - If in an item of water rent, " Remissions of Water Rents" is debited, and " Water Rents of the year — ," 
cc edited, as shown by figure [9j. 

The discounts allowed on taxes, paid before the first day of November, are debited to " Discount on 
Tsk3C^" and " Tax of the Year — ," credited with the amount. See figure [5]. 

On making the annual return to the Comptroller for collection by the Clerk of Arrears, of Taxes on Real 
E2Bt.ateand Water Rents, remaining unpaid on the first day of June, " The Clerk of Arrears" is debited with 
X,\xe aggregate amount, and " Tax of the Year — ," and " Water Rents of the Year — ," respectively credited, 
as shown by figures [6] and [10]. 

At the close of business hours each day, the money taken during the day is deposited, as follows : The 
' a.TriouQt received for Taxes and Interest on Taxes is paid over to the County Treasurer, see figure [11] » 
and the amount received for Water Rents, is paid to the City Chamberlain [11 H]. 

At the end of each month, the amounts deposited during the month, as above, are transferred, "The 
Board of Supervisors" being debited with the amount paid over for taxes and interest on the same, and 
'' The County Treasurer" credited therewith — see [12]. The account of "The Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
monalty," kc. , is in like manner debited with the amount deposited for water rents, and " The Chamberlain" 
credited, as shown by figure [18] . 

. The account of " The Clerk of Arrears" is closed by transferring to the debit of " The Board of Super- 
visors" the amount of uncollected taxes on real estate [fig. 14]. and to the debit of " The Mayor, Aldermen, 
find Commonalty," &c., the amount of uncollected water rents [fig. 13]. 

. The amount collected for interest is transferred by debiting the same to " Interest on Taxes," and credit- 
wig the Board of Supervisors [fig. 16]. 

The accounts of " Remissions of Taxes" and " Discount on Taxes" are closed by entries transferring the re- 
spective amounts to the debit of " The Board of Supervisors" [fig. 16 and 17] . 

The account of " Remissions of Water Rents" is closed by a transfer of the amount to the debit of " The 
"*yor, Aldermen, and Commonalty," &c. [fig. 19]. 

The following rules, prescribed by the Comptroller, are printed on the blanks 
furnished to the Receiver of Taxes for his monthly Accounts Current : 

THE RECEIVER OF TAXES shall, at the close of each month, or as soon thereafter as practicable, render 
to the CoMPTROixKR, under oath, an Account Current, in the form prescribed for that purpose, which shall 
exhibit to the credit of the county of New York — 

Ist. The balance remaining due and unpaid at the close of the last day of the preceding month on account 
of Taxes on real and personal estate. 

2d. The amount of interest on Taxes collected during the month, and since his last preceding Account 
Current. 

8d. The amount of Taxes received' for collection since his last previous account. 

4th. Any other account due, or moneys collected by him, or under his direction, on account of the county 
of New York. 

The debit side of said Account Current shall exhibit : 

1st. The date and amount of each payment to or deposit with the County Treasurer. 

21. The date and amount of any other imymeuts made under the direction of the Comptroller. 

31. The amount of remissions or allowances for errors, or otherwipe, of any taxes on real or personal 
estate, or interest thereon, together with the authority under which such remission or allowance shall have 
been made. 

4th. The amount of discounts allowed for payments on account of Taxes in advance of the time allowed 
by law. 

5th. The amount of any other items properly chargeable, not specified under some one of the heads above 
mentioned. 

6th. The balance or amount remaining uncollected at the close of the last day of the month for taxes on 
real or personal estate, which balance shall be carried down to new account. 

An Account Current similar to the above is also required to be rendered to the 
Comptroller, monthly, exhibiting all particulars respecting Croton Water rents, 
received and collected on account of the Corporation.

therewith. 

At the close of business hoars each day, the amount of money received during the day is deposited with 
theQiamberlain (fig. 14 >^), who is ftimished with a statement showing the sums received on the diflisrent ac- 
counts, respectively, to enable him to make proper credits of the same in his books. 

The entries proper to be made of Remissions of Taxes, Water Rents, and Assessments, are shown by figures 
IS, 16, and 17. 

In closing the accounts at the end of each month, the amounts standing to the credit of the following ac- 
counts, viz., Interetton Taxes (fig. 18), Interest en Water Rents (fig. 19), Assessment Fund (fig. 20), Street Im- 
pmemeni Fund (fig. 21) , Interest on Assessments (fig. 22) , Lands pwrcb4Med for Taxes j dc. , (fig. 23) , Interest on 
Bedempiions (fig. 24) , Charges en Arrears ff Taxes (fig. 25) , and Charges on Arrears of Assessments (fig. 26) , are 
severally transferred to the credit of the Corporation. The amounts standing to the debit of the following 
accounts, viz., Bemissions of Jbuees (fig. 27), Remissions of Water Rents (fig. 28), Remissions of Assessment^ 
(fig. 29) , and the Chamberlain (fig. 30) , are respectively transferred to the debit of the Corporation. 

The following rules prescribed by the Comptroller are printed on the blanks 
famished to the Clerk of Arrears, for his monthly Accounts Current. 

THE CLEEIK OF ARREARS shall, at the close of each month, or as soon thereafter as practicable, render 
to the CoxPTROLLKR, under oath, an Account Current, in the form prescribed for that purpose, which shall 
exhibit to the credit of the city of New York- 
ist. The balance remaining due and unpaid at the close of the last day of the precading month on Arrears 
for Taxes on real estate, and assessments on the same, and for regular rents of Croton water. 

2d. The amount of interest on Taxes collected during the month, and since his last preceding Account 
Corrent. 

3d. The amount of interest collected on Assessments during the month, and since his last preceding Ac- 
count Current. 

4th. The unount of interest collected oa Croton arrears during the month, and since his last preceding 
Account Current. 

6th. The amount collected by him for Redemption of property sold for unpaid taxes. Water Rents, or As- 
sessments on the same, including interest thereon. 

6th. The amount received for expenses and charges on Redemptions as above. 

7th. The amount received for Searching Fees. 

8th. The amount of Assessments, Taxes or Croton water rents in arrear received by him for collection 
since his last previous Account Current, distinguishing each. 

9th. Any other account due, or moneys collected by him, or under his direction, on account of the Cor- 
poration or the County of New York. 

The debit side of said Account Current shall exhibit : 

Ist. The dates and amounts of each payment to the Chamberlain. 

2d. "Die dates and amounts of any other payments made under the direction of the Comptroller. 

3d. The amount of remissions or allowances for errors, or otherwise, of any Taxes, Assessments, etc., 
t(^ether with the authority under which such remissions shall have been made. 

4th. The amount of any other items properly chargeable, not embraced under some one of the heads above 
specified. 

5th. "Die amount of Taxes, Assessments, or Regular Rents of Croton water, remaining uncollected at the 
ck)6e of the last day of the month.

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THE COniUISSlONEBS OF TJIES AND ASSESSMENTS, 



All assessments for Taxes were, from an early day, Jown to the year 185T, made 
by officers annually chosen for that pnrpoae, in the several wards of the city, there 
being two Assessors for each ward. They were required to retura their aasossment 
roils to the Comptroller, who delivered the same to the Supervisors for their 

By an act passed April 20, 1830, it was made the duty of the Assessors, before 
proceeding to assess the property iu their respective wards, to meet together on a 
given day, and appoint from aniong themselves a Preaident and Secretary, and 
organize themselves ioto a Board, to be called the " General Board of Assessors," 
and said Board were authorized to review the asseaaraonts in the several wards, and 
equalize the valnations, which being done, their secretary was directed to deliver 
the corrected assessment rolls to the Supervisors. 

The Aot (chap. 121) passed March 30, 1850, provided tliat the Assessors to be 
elected at tlie nest ensaing election, should be classified by lot, to be drawn by the 
Clerk of the Common Council in the presence of the Boai-d of Aldermen, immedi- 
ately after their election; the classes to be numbered respectively "one"and "two," 
for each ward, and the Assessors of the first class to hold their office for one year, 
and those of the second class for two years, fi'om the first of January, 1861, and at 
each succeeding annual election, one Assessor should be elected trom each wai-d, who 
shonld hold liis office for two years from tlie first day of Jannary thereafter. 

It also required the Assessors, before they assessed the property in their respective 
wards, to meet and choose officers, and organize themselves into a Donrd, in the 
same manner as prescribed by the act of 1880, the said Boanl to be known as the 
" Board of Assessors," and they were empowered to make such roles as they should 
deem best calculated to produce equality and uniformity in the assessments, and to 
insure the assessment of all property subject to taxation. 

Said act further provided for the appointment, by the Board of Supervisors, of 
three persona, to be known as " Tax Commissioners," lo be classified by lot by the 
Clerk of the Siipervisors, and to hold their offices, one until Dec. 31, 18B1, one nntil 
Dec. 31, 1852, and the other nntil Dec. 31, 1863; the Board of Supervisors within 
thirty days before the expiration of tlie term of any Tax Commissioner thereaiter, 
to make a similar appointment for the three succeeding years. 

It was made the duty of the Tax Commissioners, to keep in their office suitable 
books, containing a record of all information which they could obtain in re- 
spect to the taxable property, or persona liable to taxation, in the city, and of all 
changes in the division of real property, and to preserve all maps, and file all assesS' 
ment rolls furnished them by the Assessors. On the completion of their assessment 
rolls for the several wards, the Board of Assessors were required to deliver thra 



"ny 
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the Tax Commissioners, with their book of minutes, who, thereupon, after giving 
public notice thereof, proceeded to examine and compare said rolls, and to make all 
necessary alterations and corrections, to cause the assessments to be equal through- 
out the city, and to reduce any assessment on being satisfied that it was too high. 
The rolls, being thus corrected, were delivered by the Tax Commissioners to the 
Comptroller, who delivered them to the Supervisors at a meeting held for that pur- 
pose. 

An Act (chap. 677) passed April 10, 1857, provided that the three Tax Commis- 
sioners should thereafter be designated " Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments," 
and that the persons then holding such offices should continue to hold the same 
until the first Monday of July, 1859, when their several terms should expire. It 
also provided that the Supervisors should, on the first Monday of June, 1859, and 
every third year thereafter, elect by ballot the said three Commissioners of Taxes 
and Assessments. In addition to the duties previously prescribed by law, the said 
Act required that the Commissioners, by three of their deputies, to be by them 
selected for that purpose, should perform the duties which, up to that time, had 
been discharged by the officers of the Bureau of Assessments in the Street Depart- 
ment, which Bureau was thereby abolished, and all powers and duties then possessed 
by the Street Commissioner, or by his department, in regard to making special 
assessments for street and other improvements, were devolved upon the Commis- 
sioners of Taxes and Assessments. The offices of Ward Assessors, as the same 
then existed, were also abolished, and the powers and duties performed by them, 
relative to the assessment of real and personal property for taxes, were vested in 
twelve Deputy Tax Commissioners, to be appointed by, and to perform their duties 
under the direction of, the Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments. 

By chap. 302 of the Laws of 1859, the above Act of 1857 was repealed, and the 
offices of Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments and Deputy Commissioners 
abolished, and it was provided that three Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments 
should thereafter be appointed by the Comptroller of the city of New York, and 
hold their office for the term of five years. This Board appoints, not to exceed 
twelve persons, known as Deputy Tax Commissioners, whose duty it is, under the 
direction of the Board, to assess all the taxable property in the several districts that 
may be assigned to them for that purpose by the Commissioners, and to furnish to 
them, under oath, a detailed statement of all such property ; and that they have 
personally examined each and every house, building, lot, pier, or other assessable 
property, giving the street and ward map number of such real estate embraced 
within said districts, together with the name of the owner or occupant, if known, 
and, in their judgment, the sum for which such property, under ordinary circum- 
stances, would sell, with such other information, in detail, as the said Commissioners 
may, from time to time, require. 

The Deputies commence making these valuations on the first Monday inSeptem- 
ber in each year. 
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MODE OF A8SES8ISG PROPERTY FOR TAXES— Contikukd, 

The asseBsed valuations so mode are entered, in detail, in books kept by tlie Com- 

liasioners, called "The annual record of the assessed valuations of real and persons] 

I estate," which are required Co be kc]>t open for examination and correcCioD, from 

I the second Monday in January nntil the first day of May in each year, wlien they 

e closed. During the time the books are so open, the Commissioners are required 

' to advertise the fact in the newspapers, or in saoh manner as they may deem most 

advisable ; and, daring that time, apjilication may be made by any person aggrieved 

by the assessed valuation of his real or personal estate, to have the same corrected. 

I If snch application he made in relation to the assessed valuation of real estate, it 

it be made in writing, stating the ground of objection thereto. If in relation to 

[ personal property, the applicant shall be examined, upon oath, by the Commission- 

; and in either case, the Commissioners are authorized to make corrections in 

\ the valuations, if, in their judgment, the same are erroneous. 

On the first day of May in eochyear, the Commissioners are required to harepre- 

I pared from the "hooks of annnal record," assjessment rolls or tax hooks for each 

ward, and to aunes to each roll their certificate, that the same is correct, which 

3 must be delivered, on the first Monday of July in each year, to the Supervisors 

of the County of New York, who are required to meet on that day, at the City Hall, 

for the purpose of receiving the same. 

The Supervisors are required to make corrections ii 
of non-residents, and to insert in a colamn i 
paid upon the property, real nnd personal, assessed therein. T)iey must then, on or 
before the first day of September thereafter, deliver the corrected and completed 
rolls to the Eeoeiver of Taxes, with the proper warrants for the eollection of said 

All real and personal property, including honsohold furniture, moneys, gooda, 
diattels, debts due from solvent debtors, public stocks, and stocks in moneyed cor- 
porations, are liable to taxation, except so much as is exempt from execntion, and 
except certain property specially exempted, such as church, school and college prop- 
erty, &c. 

The Supervisors cannot make any reduction in any assessment on real o 
estate, unless it shall appear, under oath, that the party aggrieved, was 
attend within the period prescribed for the correction of toxeii, by n 
ness or absence from Uie city. 

The Supervisors may remit or reduce a tax imposed, for good cai 
affidavit; but such reduction or remission must be made before the collection of tile 
tax, and the application therefor must be made within six months from the delivery 
of the hooks to the Receiver for collection of the taxes.

MODE OF MAKING SPEOIAL ASSESSMENTS FOR STREET AND OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 

The act chap. 302 of the laws of 1859, provides as follows : 
§ 15, The Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments shall appoint three skillful 
and competent disinterested persons, citizens of the United States, and residents of 
the city of New York, who shall constitute a board, to be known as The Board of 
Assessors, and who shall be charged with the duty of making the estimates and 
assessments required by law, for building wells, erecting pumps, pitching paving, 
regulating and repairing streets, constructing sewers, fencing vacant lots and public 
slips, and all other improvements directed by Corporation ordinance, for which an 
assessment may be made. 

§ 16. The said Board of Assessors, or a majority thereof, shall make all estimates 
and assessments, give all notices, receive and pass upon all objections, and 
Certify to the Common Council in accordance with the existing laws relative to all 
Buch matters. The said Assessors shall each receive an annual compensation of two 
thousand dollars, to be paid by the Comptroller of the city of New York, from the 
city treasury, and which shall be in lieu of all other compensation. The said 
Assessors shall hold their office during the pleasure of the appointing power, and no 
longer. The Common Council of the city of Now York shall provide for and assign 
to said Assessors a suitable and convenient room or rooms, for the transaction of 
their business, and shall provide the said Assessors with the requisite and uecessary 
stationery, lights and fuel. It shall be lawful for the said Commissioners of Taxes 
and Assessments to appoint a clerk to assist said Assessors in the performance of their 



« Under the Act of 1857, the terms of these ofQcors would have expired on the first Monday in July, 1859. 
but by the Act passed April 14, 1859, the offices were abolished on that day. 
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duties, and who snail receive an annual compensation, to be fixed by said Commis- 
sioners, not exceeding the sum of twelve hundred dollars, to be paid by the Comp- 
troller out of the city treasury. 

§ 17. Whenever any assessment list shall be certified by the Assessors to the Com- 
mon Council of the city of New York, for confirmation, as provided by law, it shall 
be the duty of the Common Council to proceed forthwith to confirm sucn assess- 
ment, or refer the same back to the said Board of Assessors, if necessary, for revisal 
and correction ; and all such matters shall have precedence of all other matters be- 
fore the Common Council, or in either Board thereof. 

§ 18. The said Board of Assessors shall cause to be entered in books, to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, by the Common Council, a full and complete record in detail, 
of all assessments confirmed by the Supreme Court, or by the Common Council, 
which shall, at all convenient times, be open to public inspection. 

After the completion of the particular improvement under the supervision of the 
Street Department, or the Croton Aqueduct Department, as the case may be, a cer- 
tified statement of the amount of such work done is made by the Surveyor, who had 
the same in charge, together with a map and list of the lots, and owners or occu- 
pants thereof, which the improvement is supposed to benefit. To this statement or 
assessment list, the proper department attaches certificates of the contract prices to 
be paid for the work, and the list is then transmitted to the Board of Assessors, who, 
after giving due notice by advertisement that such list is in their hands for inspec- 
tion, make the proper equal apportionment of the cost of the work among all the 
several lots to be assessed, and insert the several amounts in the list. Thev then 
transmit the list to the Common Council for confirmation.* When confirmed by the 
Common Council, it is registered in the office of the Board of Assessors, in the Bu- 
reau of Arrears, and in the Street Commisioner's office, when it becomes a lien upon 
the real estate assessed therein. It is then delivered to the Collector of Assessments 
for collection. 



* By an act (chap. 308) passed April 17, 1861, it is provided that << the power and authority now vested in 
the Common Comicil of said city, relative to assessment lists and the confirmation thereof, is hereby devolved 
upon and vested exclusively in the Comptroller, Counsel to the Corporation, and Recorder of said city ; who 
together shall constitute a Board of Revision and Correction of all such assessment lists, and the vote of a ma- 
jority of such Board shall decide all questions in regard thereto."

T!i6 Board of Supervisors " shall also estimate and set down in a fifth eolomn, 
to be prepared for that purpose, in the assessment rolls, opposite to the several 
sums sat down as the valuations of real and personal estates, the respective snma 
in dollars and centa, rejecting the fractions of a cent, to be paid as a tax thereon," 
[B Rev. Stat. I., 914, § 32.] 

Tax Levy op 1860. ^Tho Ordinance of the Board of Snpervisors, imposing the 
tases for 1660, provided for raising in the usual manner the sum of three raillion 
six hundred and seventy-three thousand and flfty-nine dollars and twenty-sis contB 
($3,673,059.26) for county purposes, and the sum of sis million eighty-five thonsand 
four hundred and forty-eight doUai-s and sixty cents ($6,085,448.60) for city pur- 
poses, making an aggregate of nine million seven hundred and fifty-eight thousand 
five hundred and seven dollars and eighty-six cents ($9,758,507.86). To produce 
this amount, the valuation of taxable property having been fixed at five hunilred 
and seventy-seven million two hundred and thirty tliousand six hundred and fifty- 
six dollars ($577,230,656), the following rates were adojited :

In consequence of these errors, there will be a considerable deficiency in the 
amount necessary to meet the ai)i)n)priations for the present year,* and the quota 
of this county of the State Taxes for the next fiscal year, will be computed on a 
valuation of property $598,950 greater than the actual amount of the same. 

No change having been miule by the Committee on Annual Taxes in the assess- 
ments and footings of the Rolls, as returned by the Commissioners of Taxes and 
Assessments, it would seem that greater care is necessary in preparing the Assess- 
ment Rolls before transmitting them to the Board of Supervisors. In order to 
Canard against the commission of similar errors in future, it is recommended that a 
more thorough and rigid examination be made of the footings thereof, before the 
aggregate valuation, forming the basis upon w^hich the tax is to be computed, shall 
be fixed by the Board of Supervisors.

Sir : — I herewith liand yon tables, aa requested in yoor letter of 4th instant. lu 
relation to the School Tax, it was made the dnty of the Snperintendeot of Conimon 
Schools, by Sec. 5, Chap. IQl, Laws of ISID, to apportion among the several oonnties 
the amount appropriated out of the fund for the support of common schools, and by 
the 6th Sec. of the same Act, it was made the duty of the Board of Supervisors of eaoh 
oonnty, to add to the amount to be rahed, " a sum equal to the sum wliiuh shall be 
last apportioned." In giving the School Tax of the city and connty of Now York, 
as well as the State, I have assumed that the provisions of the aat were strictly com- 
plied with, by the county authorities, and have been guided by the apportionment 
of school moneys, as recorded in this office. This applies to 1840 and 1850 in- 
clusive. 

The $800,000 apportionment was made in accordance with the Act, Chap. ISl, 
Laws of 1851. 

The i mill tax has been, and is now imposed nnder Chapter 180, Laws of 18S6. 

There was no State Tax for general purposes in 1840 and 1841. 

In the table for the Slate, yon will notice a column headed " Corrected Aggi'e- 
gate Valuations." The valuationB by tlie Assessors are frequently increased by 
the Boards of Supervisors, in the aggregate, but the iocrease is not distributed. The 
tax is compnted on the corrected valuations. I trust the tables will answer your 
purpose.

Extract from the first Annual Report of the State Board Assessors to the Legisla- 
ture: 

" Our Courts have decided that, 'Taxation exacts money from individuals as their 
share of a puhlic burthen, and the tax-payer receives or is supposed to receive, just 
compensation in the benfits conferred by government, and in tlie proper application 
of the tax.' 

"These elements should be the fixed and immutable basis for framing all laws, 
granting as well as raising the supplies necessary for the exigencies of the govern- 
ment of a free people. 

" Hence the following niles are deduced from the foregoing principles : 

" 1st. That no one should be exempted from taxes who possesses property or in- 
come, and is protected in his person and estate, and that in consequence, absolute 
freedom from taxes in any individual so situated, is unjust towards those members 
of the community who are charged with them. 

" 2d. That taxes ought to be assessed according to the net income of each indi- 
vidnal. 

" 8d. That taxes must never be suffered to injure the sources of income. 

''4th. That the ratio of taxes to income ought to be as small as possible, in order 
that the revenue of the State as well as the individual, may be allowed to increase. 

"Assuming the correctness of the first rule, the Assessors are compelled to say 
that a more unequal, unjust, and partial system for taxation, could not well be de- 
vised, judging from the result everywhere produced, than the present assessment 
laws, nor without positive legislation could so great an amount of property and 
number of persons be exempt from taxation. Tliere is a large number of i)eople 
who possess ' property and income, and are protected by the government,' who 
pay little or no taxes, so few, indeed, that it may be said they enjoy absolute free- 
dom, while nearly all the burthens are borne by one class only of the community, 
and if the compensation be in the benefits conferred, it is sadly inadequate to the 
cost. While ])ersonal property everywhere to a great extent escapes taxation, the 
burthen is placed upon and borne by real estate. Of the expenses incurred in the 
support of the government, more than one-half is necessarily incurred in the en- 
deavors to protect personal property or its possessors." 

A statement is given in said Report showing the aggregate amount of county 

ftnd town taxes paid in each year for fifteen years, and the amount paid respectively 

On real and personal property, which shows that only about one-fifth of all taxes 

falls upon personal property, while real estate pays four-fifths, and the Assessors 

Remark : 

" If we assume that the principle of levying taxes upon property according to its 
Value, is right, the defects of the present system, producing gross inequalities be- 
tixv'een real and personal property, demand correction." 

The most obvious of these defects are : 

1. The failure to reach the full amount of personal property assessable by the 
X^resent law. 

2. The distinction recognized between real and personal property, in allowing 
Xiabilities of the owner to be deducted from the valuation of the latter, and not from 
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THE STREET DEPARTMENT.

METHOD OP KEEPING THE ACCOUNTS OF THE STREET DEPARTMENT. 

The following extract from the Charter of 1857 sliows the general nature of the 
duties devolved upon this department : 

§ 28. niere shall be an Executive Department, which shall be denominated the '< Street Department,''' which 
shall have cognizance of opening, altering, regulating, grading, flagging, curbing, guttering, and lighting 
streets, roads, places, and avenues ; of building, repairing, and lighting wharves and piers, the construction 
and repairing of public roads, the care of public buildings and places, and the filling up of sunken lots, under 
Uw Ordhiances of the Common Council. The chief officer thereof shall be called ''Street Commissioner." 
There shall be a bureau in this department, the chief officer of which shall be called the " Superintendent of 
Wharves." Tliere shall also be a bureau in this department, to be denominated the " Bureau of Repairs and 
Sopplioi," which shall have cognizance of all repairs and supplies to public buildings, lands, and places, and 
of all other necessary repairs and supplies not provided for in other departments. The chief officer thereof 
dudl be a practical builder, and he shall be called the " Superintendent of Repairs and Supplies." There shall 
also he a burean in this department, to be denominated the « Bureau of Lamps and Gas," the chief officer of 
which shall he called the "Superintendent of Lamps and Gas." The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department 
shafi have a bureau under the Street Department, and shall have charge of repairing fire engines and fire 
apparatus. Tliere shall be a bureau in this department, the chief officer of which shall be called the " Super- 
intendent of Roads." There shall be a bureau in this department for the collection of assessments, and the 
chitf oflBcer thereof shall be called the " Collector of Assessments." There shall be a bureau in this depart- 
ment for gradhig, flagging, curbing and guttering streets, the chief officer of which shall be called the " Supvr- 
iDtendent of Street Improvements. ' '

THE STREET DEPARTMENT— METHOD OF KEEPING ACCOUNTS— Continued. 

The proper account to be made of the moneys received for the sale of surplus or old materials, or personal 
property of the Corporation of any description, is shown by figure 15— such money being required to be depo- 
sited with and debited to the CJuimberlain, and credited to SdU;* nf Pertnndl Property. 

In closing the books periodically, the amounts standing to the debit of Assemnent Fund and Street Improve- 
ment Fund, also the amount of Requisitions charged to the account of IrUerest on Assessments, are severally 
transferred to the debit of The Mayor, Atdermen, and Commonalty (see figs. 6 and 7). The amount standing 
to the debit of the Chamberlain is also transferred to the debit of the Corporation (fig. 17). The several 
amounts standing to the credit of Assessments Confirmed (fig. IZ), Interest on Assessments (fig. 14), and Sales of 
Personal Property (fig. 16), are in like manner transferred to the credit of The Mayor, Allei-men, and Common- 
aUyqfthe City of New York. 

t^ It is recommended to each Department to have a Trial Balance of their respective ledgers taken off, at 
the end of every month. 



BUREAU OF COLLECTION OF ASSESSMENTS. 



The Charter of 1857 provides as follows, viz. : 

There shall be a Bureau in Uiis (the Street) Department, for the collection of assessments, and the Chief 
Officer thereof shall be called the Collector of Assessments (sec. 23). 

The Revised Ordinances of the Corporation of 1859, Chap. IV., Article XIII., 

page 111, § 128, provide that— 

The Collector of Assessments may appoint not to exceed four Deputy Collectors of Assessments, who shall 
assist the Collector of Assessments in the performance of the duties of his bureau. 

METHOD OP KEEPING THE ACCOUNTS OF THE BUREAU OF COLLECTION OF ASSESSMENTS. 

The annexed Plan exhibits the method prescribed by the Comptroller for keeping 
the general accounts of the Bureau of Collection of Assessments. The figures in 
parentheses refer to the following explanations, viz. : 

On receiving an assessment list for collection, an entry of the same should be made in the Journal, by 
debiting the amount to an account corresponding with the title of the assessment, and crediting the same, as 
follows : If the assessment was made to pay the expenses of opening a new street, including awards for damages, 
and confirmed by the Supreme Court, the amount should be credited to Assessment Fund (fig. 1), and if made 
to defray the whole or part of the expense of improving a street or building a sewer, and confirmed by the 
Common Council or the Board of Revision and Correction of Assessments, the amount should be credited to 
Street Improvement Fund (fig. 2). 

As collections are made and reported to the Collector, the Deputy Collectors are debited with the aggre- 
gate amount of their receipts, the amounts received on account of assessments being credited to the proper 
titles of assessments (fig. 8), and the amounts received for interest, being credited to Interest on Assessments 

(fl«- 4). 

The amount of money paid over by the Deputy Collectors is credited to each, and Ca^h is debited therewith 
(fl«-6). 

At the close of c^ce hours each day, the amount of money received during the day is deposited — the Cham- 
berlain behig debited and Cash credited with the amount (fig. 6). 

On closing the books at the end of each month, the amounts standing to the credit of Assessment Fund 
(flg. 7), and Street Improvement Fund (fig. 8), are severally transferred to the credit ot Ihe Mayor, Aldermen, 
and CommonaUy of the City qf New York.

METHOD OF KEEPING THE A00OUNT8 OF THE OBOTON AQUEDUCT DEPARTMENT. 

The following correspoDdence with the Croton Aqueduct Board shows the method 
prescribed by the Comptroller for keeping and rendering the Accounts of that De- 
partment ; also, the suggestions made in relation to depositing with the Chamber- 
lain daily the collections from Water Rents, &c., &c. :

BOi — In the Comptroller's communication to the Common Council, under date of the 28th ult., an explana- 
tion was g^ven of the measures adopted and course pursued since his accession to office, in relation to the 
Books and Accounts pertaining to the fiscal al&irs of the Corporation. 

A oopy of said communication is enclosed herein. 

It being considered desirable to ascertain the amount of Croton Water Rents due and uncollected at tbe 
beginning of the present year, the writer called at your office early in March for that purpose, and was 
infwmed by Mr. Craven, that a statement of the amount could not conveniently be furnished, for reasons 
meiiti(med by him, and which were considered satisfactory, but in order that said reasons may bo correctly 
represented in a Report of this Department now being prepared, will you oblige me by stating the same at 
length, or as fully as you may deem necessary for a full understanding of the subject? 

If practicable, we should be glad to have a statement in detail of the amount of Rents remaining uncol- 
lected Dec. 81, 1858, the same to be debited in the books of this Department, to the proper accounting officer, 
who shonld furnish a suitable acknowledgment therefor. Such a statement would enable the Auditing Bureau 
of this Department to compare the Weekly Returns of collections made by the Registrar, and to point out any 
errora or discrepancies discovered therein. 

The deposits made with the Chamberlain to be credited to the Registrar as per receipts filed, the latter 
being debited with the amount of interest or penalty collected as per his Weekly Reports. 

In OTder to make our general system as nearly uniform as possible in its practical operation, it is desirable 
that the Registrar should render his Return of Collections, and make his deposits with the Chamberlain daily 
instead of weekly, according to present custom. Such a change has lately been made, and is found to work 
well in the Bureau of Arrears and the Bureau of City Revenue, and it is expected the same will also soon be 
made in the Bureau of Collection of Assessments.

In respect to the deposit of moneys collected by any <»£nccr of the Corporation, I am clearly of the opiuicm 

they should be made with the Chamberlain daily, and that his receipt therefor, together with detailed 

accounts of such collections, should also be rendered to the Comptroller daily. It is confidently believe i that 

neither gentleman of your Board would i)ermit a practice different from this in his private business, and there 

being no law or ordinance in existence prohibiting daily deiMsits and returns, I trust you will concur with 

me in r^ard to the propriety of the change proposed, and give the necessary instructions to have the same 

carried into practical effect in the several Bureaux of your Department.

will be done correctly and with strict fidelity. But in view of possible changes, and of the frailties of poor 
human nature, It seems to me to be our duty to devise and put into practical operation, some plan by which 
the business can be kept constantly and effectually checked, so as to guard against, and as far as practicable 
prevent, the possibility of frauds upon the Treasury, even although such plan may involve some additional 
expense to the Corporation. I have requested Mr. Warren to confer with you, and the other officers of your 
Department, upcm this subject, and trust that he may be enabled, with your co-operation and aid, to submit 
for my approval a working plan to secure the important object in view. 

I am pleased to learn that the practice of making daily deposits and returns by the Water Registrar 
works well, and that the same system will ere long be adopted by the Water Purveyer, and all other Receivers 
of the public Revenues. 

Allow me to request that all official returns or communications for this Department may hereafter be sent 
under cover, addressed to the undersigned, and marked on the envelope '* Official Business."

The annexed Plan exhibits the method recommended and prescribed for keep- 
ing the accounts of this Department : 

On receiving from the Comptroller advice of an appropriation having been made on City Account for a pur- 
pose within the cognizance of this Department, the Croton Board should cause an entry of the same to be 
made in their Joubnal, by debiting the amount to The Mayor, Aldermen, and CommonaUy of the City of New 
York, and crediting an account indk»ting the proper appropriation. {See figures 1, 2, 8, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8.) 

As accounts with requisitions for their payment are transmitted to the Comptroller, the proper appro- 
priation or account should be debited, and Requisitions on CUy Account or Requisiiions on Special and Trust 
AccountSj as the case may be, credited with the amount. (See figures 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, and 16 ; also 
18 and 19.) 

On ascertaining from the Auditor that the accounts covered by any such Requisition have been paid , and 
receiving the duplicate vouchers therefor, the proper Requisition Account is debited, and The Mayor j Alder- 
men j die. , credited with the amount. (See figures 17 and 22.) 

On receiving trom the Water Registrar his daily account of collections of Water Rents, and for tapping 
Water Pipes, the aggregate of such collections should be debited to the Water Register, and the proper accounts 
credited. (See figures 23, 24, 25, and 26.) 

The Water Purveyor should be debited with the amount received by him for Permits for Street Vaults (fig. 
82) , and the President of the Board debited with the amount of his receipts for Permits for Gonnectionsunth 
Sewers cmd Drains (fig. 35). 

On receiving duplicate receipts of the Chamberlain for moneys deposited in the Treasury by the Water 
Registrar, the Waier Purveyor, or the President of the Board, the Chamberlain should be debited, and said offi- 
cers, respectively, credited therewith. (Figures 31, 83, and 36.) 

Moneys received for surplus or old materials, or for any property sold, should be forthwith deposited in 
the Treasury — the Chamberlain debited, and " Sales of Personal Property " credited therewith (fig. 39). 

On closing the books periodically, the amounts standing to the credit of Regular Water Rents of — (fig. 27) , 
Extra Water Rents of— (fig. 28) , Penalties on Water Rents of— (fig. 29) , Ibpping Water Pipes (fig. 30) , Per- 
mits for Street Vaults (fig. 34) , Permits for Connections with Sewers and Drains (fig. 37), and Sales of Personal 
iVoperty (fig, 40) , should severally be transferred to the credit of The Mayor, Aldermen, t£c. The amounts 
standing to the debit of Croton Water Works Extension, dc. (fig. 20); Str^ Improvement Ihmd (fig. 21), and 
the Chamberlain (fig. 38) , should in like manner be transferred to the debit of The Mayor, Aldeimen, <£c.

TLe thirty-eighth section of the amended Charter of 1857, provides that : 

" AU sales of personal property, in the custody of the several departments or bureaux, shall be made by 
the appreciate heads of departments, under such regulations as shall be established by ordinances of the 
Conmum Council." It also provides that " the proceeds of all such sales shall be by the oflBcer receiving the 
same immediately deposited with the City Chamberlain ; and the account of sales verified by the officer mak- 
ing the sale shall be immediately filed in the office of the Comptroller." 

Sales op Pebsonal Pbopebtt. — The following receipt, filed in the Comptrol- 
ler's Office, shows the amount received by the City Inspector for sales made by him :

— The following correspondence with the City Inspector 
in 1859, sliows the form prescribed by the Comptroller for keeping the accounts of 
that department, and the disposition of that officer to adopt and conform to the 
method so indicated :

Dear Sib— In performing the duty devolved by law and the ordinances of the Common Council upon this 
department, to " prescribe the forms of keeping and rendering all city accounts in the several departments, 
bureaux, and ofBces of the Corporation," I have heretofore made several suggestions to the First Clerk in the 
City Inspector's Department in relation to keeping a regular set of books, but was informed by him, that in 
consequence of the unsettled condition of things in the Department, he had been unable even to procure the 
books required, although requisition had been duly made for the same. 

Now that the question in regard to the office of City Inspector has been happily settled, and a most favor- 
able opportunity is presented to introduce all such changes and improvements in the system of keeping and 
rendering accounts as may be considered advisable, I lose no time in addressing you. 

In my Judgment it is very desirable that a regular set of books shall be kept in each of the Executive De- 
partments of the city government, such books to contain accounts of all the expenditures made or incurred 
under the direction and supervision of said departments respectively. 

I inclose herein a list of the appropriations for the current year, including unexpended balances of pre- 
vious years, by which you will see that the appropriations for objects or purposes within the cognizance of the 
City Inspector's Department, are as follows, viz. :

" sell manure, but accepts the orders of the Finance Department for sales made by its oflicers, so far as it has 
« been possible to meet such requisitions or sales, and to comply with the numerous donations made to the 
" Central Park Commissiimers, the Governors of the Alms-house Department, and various other charities. 
** The accoant of receipts for such sales, therefore, belongs, at this time, as for nearly a year past, to the 
" Finance Department — this Department keeping an account only of the number of loads delivered to order.'' 

Since the receipt of this communication, the Superintendent of Sanitary Inspection has assumed to make 
all sales of manure , and to give orders therefor upon the Inspectors under h im , which orders are exhibited to the 
Suparintendent of Market Bents and Fees in the Bureau of City Bevenue, by whom ccMrresponding orders are 
issaed on receiving payment therefor, to the Inspectors under said Bureau, for the delivery of the manure. 

In consequence of the general unsettled condition of things in the City Inspector's Department, I have not 
taken time to examine the laws and ordinances relating thereto as fully as I should otherwise have done, and 
am therefore unable to say how far such assumption by Mr. Downing is warranted. 

Whoever is authorized to sell the manure should, as it seems to me, be required to render some account of 
the sales to this Department.

I thank you most sincerely for the kind wishes expressed to me personally in your letter, and it will be 
my best endeavor to conduct the duties of this important Department, in a manner not only satisfactory to 
myself, but to meet the approbation of our citizens at large.
